Soviet personnel have been flying combat missions from the Antung 
area since the spring of 1951* Chinese ground nets have referred to some 
flights by these aircraft as "allied" or "friendly" flights* The exact 
subordination of jet airoraft referred to as "Soviet" is not known#
